NOV 16 WE PLAN TO END MEETING BY LUNCHTIME. DR. WHITE 
PLANS ACCOMPANY FEDOROV AND ENTOURAGE TO NEW ORLEANS 
FRI AFTERNOON DEPARTING DULLES 1540. (REMAINDER 
OF SOVDEL WOULD HAVE FREE TIME OR FIELD TRIP WITH 
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EVENING FREE AND TRAVEL SATURDAY AM TO NYC.) TENTATIVELY 
WE ARE ARRANGING ONWARD TRAVEL TO LAS VEGAS NOV 18, THEN 
ON TO LOS ANGELES NOV 20 OR 21 (THANKGIVING INTERVENES 
NOV 22) WITH RETURN TO NYC NOW 23 OR 24. ANY COMMENTS
